SLIGHT PROGRESS CLAIMED. 


French War Office Reports 
on 
Range of Activities. 


Wide 


Paris, Dec. 23.—(2:25. p. m.)—The 
French war ofTic« this afternoon gave out 
"an ofEcial statement as follows; 


"Yesterday 
in 
Belgium 
we 
made 
slight progress between the sea and the 
highway from Nieuport to Wetende as 
•well as in the re^on between Steen- 
strawc and Bixschoote where we occu- 
pied a forest, some houses and a redoubt. 


"To the east of Bethune, working in 
conjunction with the British army we 
recaptured the village of Givenenchy-le- 
La Bassee which had been lost to us. 


'In the region of Arras a hefivy fog 
made it necessary for both the enemy 
and ourselves to lessen our ^activities. > 


"To the east of Amiens, on the Aisnc, 
and in Champagne, there have been ar- 
tillery engagements." 


"In the region of Perthes-les-Hurlus 
•we carried, after a spiritetl cannonade 
and two assaults, the last section of 
the line which we occupied in part Dcc. 
21. 
We made an average gain of 800 
yards. 
Tu the last trench which came 
into our possession, we captured a sec- 
tion of inachine guns, 'including the gun 
crews. A violent counter attack was re- 
pulsofl. 


"Wc also made progress to thS north- 
east of Bpansejonr, where further count- 
er attacks on the part of the enemy 
were without success. 


"There has been a perceptible advance 
on ithc part of our troops in the forest 
of La Grurie against a front of trenches 
400 yards wide and running not leas than 
250 yards deep. We blew up with mines 
two of these German lines of works and 
occupied the excavations. 


"The fighting is sroing on in the vicin-

Bou^evilles 
with the outcome 
fairly serious. 
It wotild appear not to 


have been possible to retain entirely the 
positions acquired yesterday morning. 


"There has been no incident from the 
heights ofthe Meuse to upper Alsace,

"In Poland the Germans were success-

New York, Dec. 23.—The existence of 
an alleged conspiracy in New Orleans to 
blow up a French or English passenger 
^ip on the sea by placing an infernal 
machine in her cargo before she should 
sail from New York was known twelve 
days ago to Paul Faguet general a^ent 
of the Fi-ench line according to an an- 
noimcement made here today. 


A small army of detectives was em- 
ployed to prevent the fruition of the 
scheme. Every bit of baggage and cargo 
going into the French line ships was 
closely examined and the proper author- 
ities, Mr. Faguet said, were promptly 
notified. It was believed here th^t this 
notification was what resulted in the ar- 
rest of four men in New Orleans last 
night. 


'We have taken and shall continue to 
take every precaution against outrages 
of this sort," Mr. Faguet said.

have detectives guarding our ships while 
they are here and our docks ever since 
the war started.

The distribution and enjoyment of these 
gifts is another argument for the prob- 
able suspension of hostilities wherever 
this is possible. 


AGAIN INVADE ANGOLA. 


Germany Throws Force Into Portuguese 
West Africa. 


Lisbon, Dec. 23.—(Via Paris, 6:25 a. 
m.)—The Germans have again invaded'! 
Angola, Portuguese West Africa. 
The 
fact was announced in the chamber of 
deputies by the minister of colonies who 
said that the Germans had made a fresh 
attack oni the military post at Naulila, 
in the province of Angola. 
The com- 
mander of the post, Col. Rocadas, the 
minister stated, had only a small force 
at his disposal, and retreated in order 
to obtain reinforcements with which to 
drive out the Germans. 


Further details of the affair, the min- 
ister said, Avere lacking. 


The first invasion of Angola occured 
last 
in 
October 
according to reports 
from I>aurenco 
Marques East Africa, ^ 
when a small party of German cavalry 
arrived at Naulila and asked for an inter- 
view Avith the commander. A fight oc- 
curred, 
according 
to 
reports 
during 
which three Germans were killed before 
the party retired. Berlin, however, has 
denied that such an incidout occun-cd. 
Reports from Lisbon show that 8,000 
men Avere sent from Portugal to its 
west African colon.7 in September and 
October and that in November the conn- 
try Avas preparing to send 4,000 addi- 
tional- troops there. The Portuguese ac- 
tivity was caused by reports that Ger- 
many had armed great numbers of tho 
natives and had placed them under the 
training of German officers for an inva- 
sion of Angola.

prohibition will be 
made a national issue in the 1916 cam- 
paign. 


"It is the first time in the history of 
the republio. that the question of na- 
tional prohibition has gotten upon tho 
floor of either branch of congress." pro- 
hil»tion leadeni declared. "The fact that 
the first efforts show a clear majority' 
of eight, exclusive of pairs, with both 
floor leaders, the chairman of the rules 
committee and t^e prestige of the presi- 
dettt: and the secretary of state invoked 
agaiBflt us and in view of the further 
faet that no members of the present 
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congress was elected on this issue, is 
exceedingly giatifying." 


When Final Vote Came. 


The final vote came shortly bffore 
last midnight at the close of many hours 
of remarkable debate in which the ques- 
tion of states rights figured prominently 
and after several amendments had been 
voted upon. 
Not for some time hfli] 
such a spirited struggle been Avitnessed 
in congress. Party lines were shattered. 
Democratic Leader Underwood and Re- 
publican Leader Mann, who led the anti- 
prohibition 
forces 
were 
seen 
fighting 
shoulder to shoulder. 
The galleries had 
been crowded througiiout the long con- 
test with spectators whoso frequent ap- 
plause of the speakers made it difi"icult 
for Speaker Clark to maintain ordei. 
When the final vote 'was recorded 
it 
showed that 386 members had voted— 
197 for and 189 against the resolution. 
The resolution failed of adoption by 61 
votes, an aflTirmative vote of 258 being 
necessary. 
An analysis

shows that of those voting for the reso- 
lution 114 were democrats, 67 repub- 
licans, 12 progressives and 4 independ- 
ent republicans. 
Those voting against 
the resolution included 141 democrats, 
46 republicans, 1 independent republi- 
can and 1 progressive. 


The Preliminary Skirmish. 
An 
amendment 
by 
Representativ«i 
Mann to submit the prohibition amend- 
ment to state constitutions called for the 
purpose, was defeated in congress last 
night, on a rising vote, 137 to 193. This 
was the first vote of the night. 
Mr. 
Mann demanded a yea and nay vote and 
the long roll call began. 


Following the defeat of tho Mann 
amendment. Representative Hobson of- 
fered several perfecting amendments to 
his resolution. 
The first altered 
the 
phraseology of the first section of the 
constitutional amendment and Included 
a prohibition against any "exportation 
of intoxicating liquors. 
It was adopted 
without division. 


Another 
amendment 
presented 
by 
Representative Mann proposed absolute 
prohibition of the "manufacture, trans- 
portation, importation and sale of in- 
toxicating liquor" for any purpose. 


•Tf we are to have prohibition," Mr. 
Mann said, "let us have prohibition that 
will prohibit." 


The amendment was defeated on a 
rising vote, 200 to 77, after a sharp ex- 
eange between Representative 
Mann 
and Hobson. 


Representative Morrison, of Indiana, 
kept the house in an uproar of applau;;« 
and laughter for a time with a speecli 
supporting a substitute which he oflfer- 
ed to the Hobson resolution, to prohibit 
the shipment of liquor into any state. 


"They'll tell you that everybody Avho 
oppose the Hobson' resolution is a bad 
man, and everyone who supports it is 
a good man," he said. 
"Don't you be- 
lieve it. There arc thirteen men in the 
Indiana delegation who will vote against 
this resolution and I can point out to 
you one man who will support the Hob- 
son resolution who drinks more liquor 
in twelve days than those thirteen men 
do in twelve years, 


"I've been in fights before against 
the combined opposition of the distiller!; 
and the rum sellers. and the national 
prohibitionists.

"I won't say there was co-operation

The house vote on the Hobson resolution for the sub 
;^ssion of a constitutional amendment for national pro 
ïdbition to the various state legislatures has afforded a 
imique outcome in that both the temperancc forces and 
those opposed to prohibition profess to be satisfied with 
the result. Though carrying by a vote of 197 to 189 in 
the house, it lacked the two thirdsmajority necessary to 
¡Bend it to the senate for concun-ence, and is, therefore, for 
the present disposed of. It is rather remarkable, also, 
that the result ^vas so closely in line with forecasts made 
pome days ago, though the "dry" vote was rather higher 
than had been predicted by those who had polled the 
statesmen as to their attitude. 


The onlj^ thing clearly manifest is the presence of a 
•well-defined and militant sentiment in congress against 
the rum power. Let there be no mistaking that, and let 
there be no mistaking the further fact that this sentiment 
^s not circumscribed by party lines. For the first time in 
history the question has been brought to issue in congress 
and the showing against the liquor traffic was an imposing 
one. Nor did those 197 votes measure the full house 
Btrength of the temperance forces. 
We believe many 
bther members Avould have been found recorded in favor 
of eliminating the liquor traffic but for a conscientious 
bélief that it is a question with which the states should 
ileal individually. Certain it is that men of most abstem- 
jious personal habits, and Avhose individual views are 
known to be strongly pro-temperance, did not see their 
Nvayi clear to lining up behind the Hobson resolution. It 
ÎS probable that some of these may have been actuated by 
the question of political expediency, but it w^ould be un- 
ifair to ma,ny high-minded men to charge that all who op- 
posed the resolution did so from motives of this charac- 
ier. 
> 
The people learned long ago to not expect too tender 
la solicitude for moral refonns when they are permitted to 
fcccome involved with political contingencios, as was to a 
'degree inevitable in the present instance. Yet the fate of 
the Hobson resolution is in no smal] degree a temperance 
,victory, after aU. That an actual majority of members of 
ihe house favored it, and so declared themselves on a 
¿coord vote, constitutes a tremendously impressive show- 
Jug. Those who believe that this sentiment has been stifled 
the temporary reverse of defeat under a parliamentary 
technicality will do well to revise their opinion. They ar<î 
Head wrong about it.

THE CLEARY VERDICT. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


The verdict of acquittal in the case 
of William V. Cle^ry, charged with the 
murder of his son-in-law, rendered in 
New York, is an aggravated case of tho 
substitution of the "unwritten law" for 
the enactments of the land. 
The tes- 
timony of tho defendant, if believed, 
would have warranted tho reduction of 
tho degree of tho offense. 
But the re- 
ports of the trial show tho set work 
of arousing a sentiment that by acquit- 
tal repudiated the law entirely. 


The testimony in tho caae shows that 
the murdered man 
had 
seduced 
the 
daughter of the murderer, and afterward 
made good tJie vrrong, a3 far as possible, 
by marrying her. 
It gave reason to 
believe that the father was not inform- 
ed of tho marriage. 
Tho young man 
sought the father to tell him that they 
were married, but before he could do 
so the father shot him four times, kill- 
ing him. The father's testimony is that 
he did not know what he was doing and 
has no recollection of it. 


Taking most of tho statements 
at 
their face value, they give no justifica- 
tion for the killing. 
The law provides 
penalties for the offenso of which the 
father deemed the young man guilty. 
Tho fact was that if the father had 
given the young man time to tell the 
whole case, he probably would not have 
done tho shooting. But the feeling that 
a man injured that way has the right 
to turn himeelf. loose A^ith a revolver, 
Bent the young man to his death. 
The 
verdict sustains that feeling which in 
its results is simply-an assertion that 
men are entitled to revenge 
personal 
wrongs of that character and ignore the 
function of the law for their protection. 
Tho verdict goes back a century or two 
in civilization.

Editor Sentinel:—Wc see by the re- 
turns made in the county auditor's re- 
port that tho net tax collections for the 
past six months is $750,923.59 aiid the 
delinquents 
returned 
by

treasurer and charged on the new dupli- 
cate 
is 
$90,037.28 
and 
the 
report 
further 
shows 
that 
$24,732.97 
has 
been carried off to tho insolvent, record, 
having been on the duplicate a number 
of years and now 'claimed to be non- 
collectablo. 


Now had all this been collected—and 
why not?—that is, what is the trouble? 
—It would have amoxmted to .$865,- 
693.84. 
The delinquents earned to the 
new duplicate and the insolvents dis- 
charged amounts to' $114,770.25. 


Now this amount not collected . is 
13 1-3 per cent of the,amount charged 
which is more than one-eightn ' of the 
tax charged. 


It would seem that if 5 per cent ol

was 
non-coUectable 
that 
that would be enough. 
That would be 
one-twentieth, but when we find one- 
eighth not collectcd it looks bad- and we 
inquire what is the trouble? 


It may be in our system of taxation 
and for this reason, some claiming, that 
we do not have an equal assessment. 
By this we mean all forms of taxablcs 
arc not listed and those that arc are riot 
properly listed, but even with this ad- 
mitted this, is 
no reasonable 
excuse. 
Bvery good 
American citizen 
should 
pay his. tax or if unable to pay should 
honorably discharged if unable to 
pay.

The most of this delinquency is pure 
g[ligence and nothing more and some 
remedy should be provided. Docs it not 
appear that our tax system is unjust, 
ancient and imsound and does it not op- 
erate SO: as to encourage reckless lÌTÌng, 
and to discourage thrift and economy? 


Taxes, being absolutely essential to 
the maintenance of government, must be 
collected .in some manner from the peo- 
ple; and as we advance in dvilization,

policy. 


Wlbeneyer an educational institution 
makes a request for funds the board in- 
vestigates the needs of the particular 
institution and then makes an offer of 
certain funds contingent upon the raising 
of an additional sum by friends of the 
institution. In this way the board seeks 
to live up to the principle acted upon 
by Mr. Rockefeller in 1910, when he 
made hia final gift of $10,000,000 to the 
University of Chicago.

Something Behind It to Win Games. 


(By Hugh S. FuUerton). 


Clarence ^owuuid, the new manager of 
the Cmcago vviute &ox, is comms into 
uaseball witn one big laeory anu a wnoie 
lOt ot practice, 
how tne practice wui 
pan out depends largely upon how the 
w'iilte Sox, a notoriously nard team to 
manage in the past becaJuae of iacK of 
team spirit, receive him. 
But what in- 
terests the general baseball public is his 
theory. 


itowJand is a Arm believer in speed.- He 
declares it is 
more than 
one-third of 
baseball. 
He has stated in his ¿aily in- 
terview that a team that steals, one in 
ttiree bases it starts out to steal is a 
pennartt contender. 


Speed,^ of course, is an extremely de- 
sirable part of a ball club, yet speed 
alone does not win. The Bostort Red Sox 
were faster before they won a world's 
championship than they were the year 
they won it. 
I>etroit as a championship 
team did not have great speed. In spite 
of Cobb's terrific 
fleetness. 
The Chicago 
Cubs at their best were only moderately 
fast, and the Athletics never were the 
fleetest 
team in their league. 


Last season along came George Stall- 
ingii with a team just moderately speedy 
and wcfn by not running the bases; that 
is, they stole fewer bases than almost 
any club in their leag'ue. 
Evers, orie of 
the cleverest men on the bases, and a 
man with sufficient speed and head to 
"steal about sixty bases a year, stole less 
than half that number. 
Boston was not 
playing the base runnln;; game chiefly be- 
cause 
their 
opponents 
thought 
they 
wbuld. 


The part of Rowland's theory about a 
team stealing one base out of every three 
efforts remains to be proved. 


The year Bill Lange stole JOa bases in 
the National league he did it out of 242 
starts. 
Yet he scored fewer runs for his 
team than he did in the season he stole 
59 bases. 
The yeaj- Ty Cobb stole 71 
bases he scored fewer mns than in three 
other seasons when he was far below 
that rharlc. 


The reason Is that if tJie other team 
knows a runner is going to steal he has 
a harder time doing it, and they "make

far fewer wild throws than when they 
are called upon to throw unexpectedly. 


Rowland Is right about speed in general 
—not so much sheer .fleetness of foot, but 
on every man r^nnlng-his best every time

Partly because It was a poblic need, 
but more beca.u«e It wlli go far to relieve 
acute dlstrese, the city cohinoil Tueeday 
evening suspended the'rulias and paseed 
an ordlnajioe to appropriate $S00 to the 
street deanin*- aocoUnt. That the amount 
waji not $1,000 Instead of $500 was onlj' 
because tJie law require» appropriation 
ordinances to 
come up 
with the city 
comptroller's recommendation and It was 
too late to get the ordinance changed. A 
well known citizen who taJieg an Interest 
in public affairs addressed the council 
in behalf of the ortlinance and \irgred that 
it be passed/Without delay In order that 
nmny men with families mlg'ht be put to 
work and have a little money for over 
Christmas. 
The appeal was sincere and 
touohlngr and the council put the measure 
through. 
It received executive approval 
Wedneeday, and the money Is now avail- 
able. The appropriation was asked for by 
the board of work» and street superin- 
tendent. That there was need of at least 
some money for street cleaning is shown 
by the fact that the fund for ^hat piur- 
pose was down to $54 Tuesday morning 
and by Wednesday morning would have 
been wiped out altogether. 
Neverthe- 
less, the necessity cloaked a. benevolent 
object in which the board of v/orks, the 
street superintendent, the cite.' oomp- 
troller, the mayoi* and the city oouncll 
all conspired.
